A GBEAT STOKM;COMUN«. 


It is Predicted for the 13 tU of Next 


Hareb. 


The President has received the fol- 


lowing commttnicatioD from Professor 
E. Stone Wiggins, LLD., astronomer of 
the Canadian Science Department under 
date of Ottawa, November 27th: 


On the 23d of September last I an- 


nounced through the Canadian press 
that a great storm would oocur in 
March next; that it would first be felt in 
the Northern Pacific, and would appear 
in the Gulf of Mexico on the night of 
the 7th, and being reflected by the 
Bocky Mountains, would cross this rae- 
ridan from the west at noon, Sunday, 
March 11, 1883. 
No vessel, what- 


ever her dimensions, will be safe out 
o! harbor, and none of small ton- 
iiage can hope to survive the tidal 
wave and the fury of this tempest. As 
the wind will blow from the south- 
east the planatary force will be suf- 
ficient to submerge the low lands of the 
American coast, especially those border- 
ing on the Gulf of Mexico and washed 
by the Great Gulf stream, while the air 
currents for several hundred miles along 
the vast side of the Rocky Mountain 
range, owing to great atmospheric pres- 
sure in those regions, will spread uni- 
versal destruction. The New England 
States will also suffer from wind and 
floods. No point outside of harbor in 
the whole area of the Atlantic, espcially 
north of the equater, will be n place of 
safety, for this will be pre-eminently the 
greatest storm that has yisited this con- 
tinent since the days of your illustrious 
first President. In view of this event, 
therefore, I take the great liberty of 
representing to your Excellency the ad- 
visibility oJ ordering all United States 
ships into safe harbors not later than 
the 5th of March, till this storm is 
passod.

the thought th,at one eminent divine be- 
ieves in the near 'approach of 'the1 mil- 
lennium, and on this Sunday morning 
the JOTJBNAI, is pleased to reproduce a 
summary of a lecture recently delivered 
by Rev. John1 Eeznphill in'" Onvafry 
Presbyterian Church, tat San Francisco. 
Aftef reading the 20th chapter of the 
book of Revelations; he!,said that the 
signs of the times predicted the near- 
uess'of the fulfillment of the prophecy 
contained therein—the regeneration of 
the world and the casting out of all sin 
therefrom. ' In giving voice to his con- 
victions, he desired the kind indulgence 
of his hearars, as he took up the subject 
with a great deal of diffidence. Inter- 
pretation of the word of God, he said, 
was evolution, not involution—not to 
jut our preconceived fancies and no- 
ions in the word, but to brfing oat what 
we can conceive to be the true meaning 
and spirit. He had adopted his views 
after a careful study of the text which 
was ft prediction spoken of by all the 
>rophets, a prophecy of the time when 
all men shall know their God—in fdct, 
,he millennium. "And I saw an angel 
coma down from heaven, 
* * a great 


ihain in his hand. And he laid hold on 
he dragon, that old serpent which is 
he devil, and Satan, and bound him a 
thousand 
years." 
This t saying he 


argued to be figurative, rather than lit- 
eral, for Satin is a spirit and cannot be 
actually bound with chains. While the 
jreacher was, and always had been, or- 
thodox, he could not interpret every 
word in the Bible in its literal sense, 
'or that would make the word ridicu- 
.ous. As an instance of this he men- 
tioned the Biblical character of "the 
woman who sat on saveuj hills." He 
:hought it would take a very largo wo- 
man to accomplish that feat. But he 
thought Satan would be held in check, 
his power to deceive and destroy taken 
away, while the gospel would flow on 
like a mighty river. .-The Ihought'most 
pleasant to him was that Satan would 
no longer have the power to persecute 
the church of Christ. Then came the 


first resurrection," 
"And I saw the 


souls of them that were beheaded for 
the witness of Jesus, and for the word 
of God, and whioh^hnd not worshipped 
the beast 
* * 
* and they lived and 


reigned with Christ for a thousand 
years. But the rest of the dead lived 
not again until thejthonsand years were 
finished. This is the first resurrec- 
tion." The great question, the speaks! 
thought, was whether the second com- 
ing of Christ preceded this time, or 
does He COLHO after. 
As Christ could 


administer the affairs of His kingdom 
from His throne in heaven as He does 
now, and as if He were here on earth 
not one in a hundred thousand would 
ever actually see Him, ho thought there 
was no advantage in His bodily pres- 
ence on earth, and his conclusion was 
that He would govern from heaven to 
the end of the earth. Tho speech re- 
ferring to the resurrection of the saints 
a thousand years before Christ's com- 
ing he thought also figurative, as the 
Bible plainly states that there will be a 
simultaneous resurrection of the right- 
eous nnd of the wicked. The vision 
does not say a word of the saints in 
their graves, but of the martyrsj who 
died for Christ and those who did not 
worship . the beast. 
The figurative 


speech meant that the piinciples for 
which those martyrs died shall reign su- 
preme. He coijld not help bxit believe 
that the advent and personal reign ol 
Christ/ would be after the millennium. 
Durmg the millennium, he thought, the 
physical conditions of the world would 
be improved. Sm being removed, pain 
and travail would be done away with. 
The physical conditions of m«i would 
be vastly improved, and there would ex- 
ist no pain, sorrow nor tears, such as. 
are ours now. When that time comes 
men will live as long ns the old patri- 
archs before the flood. Healthy bodies 
will make healthy minds, and for a 
thousand years the two will be yoko-fel. 
lows. The moral and spiritual condi- 
tions will be vastly improved, and holi- 
ness will abound. 
Aud during those 


thousand years he thought one language 
would prevail throughout the world, for 
thiough the Tower of Babel, or sin, 
numerous tongues came, and by the 
casting out of sin they will go. 
But 


what language is liable to be adopted? 
The signs of the times is that the honest 
old Anglo-Saxon of England and Amer- 
ica will be the one, for it is now being 
introduced over not only the civilized 
but the uncivilized world. When the 
glory of the millennium would dawn he 
would not venture to guess. Bat he 
would say that the day of glorious 
promise in Christian and pagan lauds 
seemed to be dawning. 
After painting 


in glowing worda the glory of that 
period, the speaker closed by saying 
that each one of his hearers could speed 
the day of its coming by righting the 
wrong, "raising." the weak and endeavor- 
ing to advance the cause of Christ.
